We maintain growing plants of all our Fuchsias for display purposes and our garden 
is a riot of color all during the summer and fall. The public is cordially invited to 
enjoy this display and here you may see the Fuchsias grown in the various forms; trail- 
ing in hanging pots, trained to tree form, and also espaliered. Each year we hold a 
Fuchsia Show at the Nursery open to the public when Fuchsias are at the height of 
bloom. This generally occurs in early September and at this time a preview is given of 
new varieties to appear the following spring. Keep this period in mind as we have 
thousands of people who eagerly look forward to this occasion. 


CULTURE—Fuchsias love the shade and moisture and for this reason are well 
adapted for the shady side of buildings where they give a wealth of bloom. They respond 
to a rich soil and applications of well rotted manure is advocated with additional 
feedings of more concentrated plant food. They will not stand an outside temperature 
below 20 degrees Fahrenheit.

SALES TAX—AII orders in California carry a 4% Sales Tax and should be added to 
remittance sent. Orders shipped outside of California are not subject to this tax. 


SHIPPING—We prepay all cash orders over $4.00 in California. Outside of California, 
shipping charges are to be paid by purchaser. Such orders will be sent charges collect 
if payment does not cover. For instance, four plants from four-inch pots will weigh 
five pounds packed for shipment and for each plant over four add one-half pound and 
rates from the different zones may be computed. No Canadian or foreign shipments.

Fuchsia Pruning Time 


The early part of February is the best time for pruning these popular shrubs that 
should be in every Bay Area garden. By this time all danger of severe freeze is over, 
as ordinary frosts, which will still come for several weeks yet, do no harm to Fuchsias. 
Fuchsias flower more freely and give better and larger bloom if given a good pruning. 
You cannot kill a Fuchsia plant with heavy pruning and they are one plant you can 
make many mistakes on and still get good results. In general, plants should be cut 
back about one-half with the exception of the very dwarf or slow growing types and 
with these exceptions, cut back about one-third. Thin out all dead and twiggy growth 
and cut out crossing branches, particularly in the center. Save the strongest shoots 
and those growing in the direction needed to make a shapely plant. Don’t hesitate on 
cutting back all hanging basket types as it is necessary to promote new growth from 
the crowns. After pruning it is advisable to thoroughly spray all plants, using a mixture 
of VOLCK and ISOTOX to control insects that may be wintering over on the plants. 
After growth begins later in the spring, aphis and white fly appear on the new growth 
and the best spray at that time is MALATHION.

ANTIGONE — Large loose growing plant 
with gorgeous single flowers of waxy 
white sepals and deep orange pink co- 
rolla. Individual in form and color of 
flowers. 


ARBORESCENS (Syringaeflora) — Mexico. 
Erect terminal panicles of small rosy 
lilac flowers. Different from all other 
Fuchsias. Strong growing. 


AURORA SUPERBA—Sepals and tube of 
light orange apricot, corolla of deep 
orange peach. One of the very fine im- 
portations of a few years ago. 


BOLIVIANA (Braziliensis)—Bolivia. Stand- 
ing more sun and heat, tall growing, 
free blooming over the summer, with 
clusters of long thin flowers of scarlet 
red. 


CHANG (Oriental) (Hazard & Hazard)— 
Single, floriferous. Coloring and form 
suggest the Orient. Tube and back of 
sepals tinted with same color. Inside of 
sepals is almost white. Petals are delft 
rose; sometimes scarlet, frequently a 
blending of scarlet and pomegranate 
purple. 


CITATION (Hodges) — A prize winning 
Fuchsia with single corolla of four broad 
white petals, lightly veined pink at base 
which open to wide saucer form. Tube 
and medium sized upturned sepals light 
to rose pink. Bushy, upright grower.

CLAIRE DE LUNE (Moonlight) — Broad 
leaves similar to MONTEREY. Long nar- 
row blooms of salmon-orange, corolla 
flaring out at the end of tube.

GAY SENORITA—Single bell shaped co- 
rolla deep lilac flushed rose with distinct 
light border edging the petals. Sepals 
long and spreading, deep rose red. Good 
grower and free flowering. 


HERON—Very large corolla of blue purple 
flushed carmine at base, broad scarlet 
sepals with deep crimson on reverse. 
Very fine medium grower. 


1Si1S—Mexico. Medium height, with small 
glossy blue-green foliage and a mass of 
tiny bright crimson flowers. 


LA BIANCA (Tiret)—Single white corolla 
and short tube and long upturned sepals 
white tipped green. Medium grower.

MISS CALIFORNIA (Hodges) — Single to 
semi-double white with faintest pink 
glow inside corolla. Short tube and long 
broad pointed upturned sepals of me- 
dium pink shaded deeper pink. 


MORNING GLORY — Single orchid pink 
and pale pink. Corolla clear orchid pink, 
flaring as Sunset, sepals upturned pale 
pink. Free blooming, self-branching.

—Fast growing plant with masses of 
dainty salmon pink blossoms. Should be 
allowed to grow into a large spreading 
specimen. 


MRS. W. P. WOOD (W. P. Wood)—Imported 
from England by Reiter Jr. Small flow- 
ered pale rose nearly white. Single flower 
with great vigor in growth. 


OREGON TRAIL (Hodges) — Single hoop 
skirt corolla of light amparo purple 
veined rose red; tube and sepals are 
crimson. Medium spreading grower. 


OTHERFELLOW (Hazard) — Small single 
flower with very soft rose shading to 
white at base. Waxy white tube and se- 
pals. 


PERIWINKLE (Hodges)—Long single co- 
rolla of lavender blue, long recurved pink 
sepals. Can be used as atrailer. 75c each.

Very double corolla opens to a delicate 
gray blue and the base of the large 
incurved petals are stuffed with short 
white streaked irregular petaloides. 
Creamy white bud and long broad re- 
curved sepals display a white iridescent 
inner surface. $1.00 each. 


UNCLE CHARLEY (Tiret) — Semi-double 
lilac lavender corolla, tube and broad 
sepals rose red. Strong growing and 
should espalier well. 


UNCLE JULES (Reiter 1947)—Double vio- 
let blue, sepals crimson. Foliage is small 
and thick and the growth scandent. Giant 
double of fine “blue” coloring. Will trail. 


VIENNA (Niederholzer) — Double corolla 
with long scalloped petals of soft lilac 
blue splashed with pale rose and Bengal 
rose. The tube and long recurved sepals 
of Bengal rose. Vigorous upright grower. 


VOODOO (Tiret)—Large double corolla of 
the deepest purple violet with short tube 
and long, broad upturned sepals dark 
red. Strong upright grower. 


WEDDING GOWN (Reedstrom)—Very dou- 
ble white corolla with petals that shade 
to pink at the base. Sepals are recurved 
and of palest flesh pink. 75c each. 


WHITTIER (Home Fuchsia Gardens) — 
Semi-double corolla with large center 
petals white flushed pale orchid and 
shorter outer petals soft pink. Short tube 
and spreading sepals white, underside 
of sepals softest pink, tipped green.

YONDER BLUE (Tiret)—Double globular 
corolla of deep blue and broad upturned 
sepals of rose red. Large flowers on a 
vigorous upright growing type.
